The present secretary of state, the 
Eon. Frank D. Jackson, in his opening 
speech of the campaign, gave some fig­ 
ures illustrating the operation of the 
prohibitory law in that state. 
The present prohibitory liquor law 
took effect April 8,1886. The following 
table of fixures shows the commitments 
to the penitentiaries of the state:

The presidential vote in 1880 was 322,-

penitentiaries tor eight years previous to 
1885 averaged 322 per year; since that 
time they have averaged 281. The con­ 
victions for felonies for the year ending 
Hep*. 30,1885, were 475. The next jear 
432, and for the year 1888, 300. 
The convictions for nuisance were as 
follows:

The convictions for violations of the

From 1881 to 1884 there was cue con­ 
viction from every 1,396 persons. From

etate were obliged to support a convict in 
the state penitentiary, while in 1888 one 
convict is supported in the penitentiary 
out of every 3,499 persons. 
The number of commitments to the 
penitentiaries in 1882 was equal to one 
in 4,999 of the total population. In 1888 
it was one in 5,845 of the total popula­ 
tion. 
One of the objections to the present 
law—the objection being made by dem­ 
ocrats chiefly— is that the law kills emi­ 
gration .

It may be of interest to the public to 
compare the commitments to the state 
prisons in Iowa and Wisconsin. The 
population of the former state is 'a little 
greater than our own state, and sinoe 
constitutional prohibition bas been large 
iy enforced, commitments to the peniten­ 
tiary have decreased as the figures al­ 
ready presented show. Daring the past 
two years the commitments to the Wis­ 
consin state prison have likewise de­ 
creased.

T U E LUM BER QUESTION. 


When people talk about the prospects 
of a lamber famine in this country, es­ 
pecially in tbe northwest, they know but 
litte of the vastness of the timber re­ 
sources of tbe Pacific states. Very re­ 
cently the San Francisco Farmer aid 
Dealer, a paper which has given the lum­ 
ber question considerable careful study, 
makes some statements concerning the 
timber region of that portion of the 
country that are filled with wonder. 
It 
is state I there are piles of lumber on tbe 
coast made up of boards over IOO feet 
long and over G feet wide, and withont 
a single knot in any of them. 
This 
length and width of lumber are common 
outs from the gigantic fir trees of the 
Puget Sound forests and the trees grow 
to the remarkable hight of 250 feet. The 
fort Ste are so vast that the enormous 
amount of 50C.OOC.OOO feet of lumber has 
been sawed out of the mills every year 
during tbe past ten years, and the spade 
made by these inroads Beem no more than 
garden patches. The shore line of Puget 
8ou**d is over 1,800 miles. It is one vast I 
unbroken forest of these enormous trees 
extending miles and miles Ute the in­ 
terior; 
The further statement is made that to 
cot ding to official estimates, the [amount 
of standing timber ie more than 500,000,- 
000,000 feet and will last more than a 
thousand years to come, even at the tre­ 
mendous rate at which the timber is now 
being felled and ripped. Over 30,000,- 
600 acres of Washington Territory are 
covered by tbe timber belt, an area equal 
v to the states of New Hampshire, Massa­ 
chusetts, Vermont and Connecticut. The 
Puget Bound lumber is mostly marketed 
in Booth America, Central America, Aus­ 
tralia and the Pacific Ocean Islands.

T H E CZAR 
AT 
BERLIN. 


R u ssia ’s R u ler W elcom ed by E m peror 
W illiam to th e G erm an C apital. 
B e r lin , Oct. 12.—The Czar arrived 
here Friday morning. 
His majesty was 
accompanied by the Grand Duke George, 
his second son. 
Emperor William, several of the royal 
princes, Prince Bismarck, Count Herbert 
Bismarck, and a number of generals an i 
court officials received the visitors at the 
Lehrter station. The Czar was attired in 
the uniform of the German Alexander 
regiment, of which he is honorary colonel. 
He and Emperor William embraced re­ 
peatedly. 
After the greeting was over 
the Czar turned to Prince Bismarck and 
shook hands with him. 
He also held a 
brief conversation with the chancellor. 
Tho members of the Czar’s suite were then 
presented to the members of Emperor 
William’s party, after which the guard of 
honor defiled before the Russian ruler, tho 
band playing the Russian national hymn. 
The party then proceeded to the state car­ 
riages, and drove through the Brandenburg 
gates, across the Koenigsplatz, and to the 
Russian embassy. 
As the Imperial carriages passed the 
Brandenburg gate a park of artillery be­ 
gan firing a salute of 101 guns. 
The 
streets along the route were decorated 
with flags and bunting, but the crowd 
which had gathered did not cheer as the 
Czar passed along. 
Emperor William 
wore the uniform of the Russian Wyborga 
regiment, and had on his breast the decora 
tion of the Russian order of St. Andrew. 
Prince Bismarck also wore his Russian 
orders. 
The admirals attached to tbe British 
channel squadron, wh ich is now at Kiel, 
were present at the station when the Czar 
arrived, and were saluted by him. 
Emperor William took his departure 
from the Russian embassy after stopping 
a few minutes. 
Prince Bismarck remained 
and held a twenty-minutes’ conversation 
with the Czar. 
His majesty took lunch­ 
eon with the German officers forming his 
special suite.

C ivil-Service C om m issioners A sking for 
M oro M oney to Carry on th e W ork. 
W a s h in g t o n , Oct. 12.—The annual re­ 
port of the civil service commission for the 
fiscal year, which closed June SO last is 
likely to be a vigorous document. 
It will 
make a stronge argument for a competi­ 
tive system, and will present the issue 
squarely whether tho law shall be upheld 
and sustained, or whether it shall be re­ 
pealed. 
The commissioners intend to request of 
Congress an appropriation adequate to do 
tho work required of them by law and by 
rules. 
The appropriation authorized for 
tho prosent year is only $35,000, but the 
commissioners will ask that tho amount bo 
more than doubled. 
Tho clerical work is 
constantly running behind, and the com­ 
missioners are doing the work that ought 
to be done by subordinates, and more 
money is imperatively required if the 
board is not to dio of starvation. 
Addi­ 
tional money is needed, not only to carry 
on the work of tho commission hero in 
Washington, but to give some compensa­ 
tion to tho secretaries of local boards who 
are kept constantly busy registering appli­ 
cations for places and giving information 
about taking examinations. 
Noither Gov. Thomson nor Mr. 
Roose­ 
velt is satisfied with the rule permitting 
transfers from the ranks of laborers to 
classified service.

B a l t im o r e , Md., Oct. 12.—It has just 
leaked out that an encounter took place 
last Saturday in tho private room of ^tho 
Democratic headquarters between Col. L. 
Victor Baughman, the Democratic nominee 
for comptroller, and Samuel Cox, cashier 
in the custom house, in which Baughman 
was terribly beaten. 
It is said that Senators Gorman, Cox, 
Baughman, and other leading Democrats 
mot in the lobby of tho Carrol ton hoteL 
Cox was accused of defeating ex-Con* 
pressman Andrew J. Chapman in the 
nomination of the Maryland Senate be­ 
cause he was pledged to the “ring” can­ 
didate to support Gov. Jackson for tho 
United States Senate. 
Baughman heaped abuse upon ’ Cox, 
when Gorman loft and the other two men 
went into tho private room of Stephen 
Archer, chairman of the State central 
committee,’.where Baughman continued his 
abuse, nud a freo fight ensued. Cox has his 
finger broken, while he cut open Baugh­ 
man’s head in several places. 
Tho matter 
has been kept very quiet.

Opposition to a Change in the Represent­ 
ation to the General Convention. 
N e w Y o r k, Oct 12.—When the roll­ 
call of committees was read at the general 
convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal 
church the Rev. Dr. Benedict, chairman 
of the committee on constitutional amend­ 
ments, submitted a report that the com­ 
mittee deemed it inexpedient to make any 
change in the representation to the general 
convention or to make any chan go in tho 
method of voting. 
The committee also 
asked to be discharged. 
The house assent­ 
ed to the discharge of the committee, 
When its report was submitted objection 
to its present consideration was made, and 
under the rule it was placed on the calendar. 
The subject of the report—proportionate 
representation, and to which it is opposed— 
is one of the most important to be acted on 
by the present convention. 
Dr. Benedict, 
from tho same committee, reported in 
favor of allowing bishops to have the 
offices of the church set forth in modorn 
tongues other than tho English when tho 
number of persons unacquainted with the 
English tongue is considerable. 
This also 
went on the calendar. 
A message *rcm the house of bishops 
was received announcing consent to tho 
consecration of the Rev. Drs. Morris and 
Spalding as 
bishops 
of Oregon 
and 
Colorado, respectively. 
The remainder of the day was mainly 
occupied in a fruitless endeavor to revise 
the hymnal. 


T he M ichigan P resbyterians. 
K a l a m a z o o , Mich., Oct. 12.—The Mich­ 
igan Presbyterian synod has closed its 
annual session here. 
It was one of the 
most successful gatherings in the history 
of the church in Michigan, and the busi­ 
ness 
transacted each 
day 
has been 
important. 
The synod adjourned to meet 
in Lansing on tho second Tuesday of Oc­ 
tober, 1830. 


L utherans at P ittsb urg. 
P it t s b u r g , Pa., Oct. 12.—The general 
council of the Evangelical Luthern church 
of North America reconvened at the First 
church in this city, the Rev. Dr. Harkey 
of North Lima, Ohio, conducting the de­ 
votional exercises. 
The special order of 
the morning was the discussion of the re­ 
port of the committee on “ Pulpit and 
Fellowship.” 
The question was as to the 
propriety of a Lutheran minister accept­ 
ing an invitation to preach in the pulpits 
of other denominations. 
The discussion 
occupied almost the entire morning session 
and the feeling, seemed to bo that a Luth­ 
eran minister could hardly with consist­ 
ency occupy another pulpit when his 
views differed from those of the inviting 
pastor. 
The afternoon session was de­ 
voted principally to the reading of the 
reports of the various ho i e missions 
The 
Rev. Emanuel Edmarin, D. IX, was ap­ 
pointed a missionary to India. 
He will 
leave for the scene of his labors tho latter 
part of this month. 


G eorgia D eleg a tes S till B arred Out. 
W o r c e s t e r , Mass., Oct 12.—At Fri 
day’s session of tho Congregational 
coun­ 
cil the special committee on the Georgia 
question submitted a report favoring the 
admission of the Georgia delegation to 
the full privileges of the conference. Mr. 
Maxwell, a colored delegate from Georgia, 
made a long sDeech against admission of 
the Georgia white delegation, and said the 
white Congregationalists there would not 
fraternize with the colored. 
If admitted 
it would drive colored men to tho Catho­ 
lic or some other church. 
Dr. Quint of 
Boston opposed admitting all the Georgia 
delegates except the one State delegate. 
Tho discussion called 
out many of the 
prominent members, and Dr. Robbins and 
the rest of the southern delegates were 
given privileges of the floor. 
The discus­ 
sion lasted until night, but no decision was 
reached.

Mrs. Barr, accord­ 
ing to the testimony, entered the claim be­ 
fore her marriage and moved a small house 
on it. 
Tho claim adjoined the claim of 
Mr. Barr, whom she afterward married, 
when they moved their houses close togeth­ 
er on the line, each living in their own 
house, and there being no communication 
between tho two except by going outside. 


Mrs. Barr’s claim is rejected on tho ground 
that husband and wife cannot maintain 
separate residence at the same time and in 
the same house, so that each by virtue of 
said residence may perfect an entry under 
tho homestead law. 
It is said that there 
are a number of cases in the general land 
•Ajee similar in all important respects to 
the case of Mrs. Barr.

ons as had been made at LaSalle—viz, 
82J cents a ton, with twenty inches of 
brushing.

Martin’s Ferry, 
Ohio, 
Oct. 
13.— 
A collision occurred two miles west of 
Bridgeport at G:30 o’clock this morning, 
between a train consisting of two passen­ 
ger coaches 
containing about seventy 
miners en route to the Wheeling Crook 
coal works and a freight train of twenty- 
one cars, south bound. 
Both locomotives, 
two passenger coaches, and eight freight 
cars were demolished. 
Five trainmen and 
thirteen miners were injured, three Af the 
latter fatally. The collision was caused by 
a misunderstanding on the part of the 
freight conductor. 
Tho freight-train officials had ordors to 
watch for the work train and not to pass 
the Wheeling Creek mine until after tho 
arrival of the latter train. 
The command 
was disregarded. 
When the collision oc­ 
curred the engineers and firemen and 
many miners jum ped and saved their 
lives.

K I LI. CD BY ELECTRICITY. 


A H orrib le Sigh t W itnessed by a Crowd 
In N ew Y ork City. 
N ew Y ork, Oct. 13.--A crowd of peo­ 
ple a t the corner of Center and Chambers 
streets witnessed a horrifying sceno a t I p. 
rn. to-day. 
An electric lineman was on 
tho crossbars of anelectric light pole.whon 
in some way ho came in contact with a 
live electric light wire. 
The man fell 
motionless upon the network of wires, his 
face turned toward the walk. 
As the 
electricity burned his body his blood poured 
down and spattered the clothes of tho 
passers-by. 
In 
fifteen 
minutes 
the 
wire had burned off half the face of the 
victim. 
The left arm was also seen to be 
burning, and every few seconds the blue 
flames spurted out from the various parts 
of tho body. 
Hundreds of people stood 
shivering as they looked at the awful 
sight overhead. 
No one dared to go near. 
Even tho faces o? firemen, who had been 
summoned, blacked with horror. 
Lineman Benson, the dead m an’s com- 
anion, was asked why he did not go up. 
o simply said: “ It’s no use. 
He’s dead. 
I don’t know the electric wires. 
I can’t 
help him. 
I was on tho other pole and 
don’t know anything about it.” 
All this 
was said in a catching, halting voice, as 
of a man completely overcome with hor­ 
ror and emotion. 
The body of the line* 
man was left on the wires for more than 
a half hour, when it was taken down after 
tho curront had boon turned off. 
Immediately after the accident Mayor 
G rant was notified, 
and he gave orderf 
that tho wires that caused the accident be 
cut at once. 
Secretary Crane said th at 
tho Mayor would act promptly in the m at 
ter. and it is possible that he may order 
tho cutting of all e’ectric-light 
wires 
abovo ground. 
This is the second lineman who has m et 
death by live electric wires within a few 
days, and tho frequency of such accidents 
led tho board of electrical control, upon 
the motion of Mayor Grant, to adopt last 
Wednesday a resolution giving notice to 
all electric companies to discontinue the 
use of overhead wires not properly insu­ 
lated until tho board’s expert shall certify 
that they are safe. 
The Mayor declared 
that after the notico had been sont out tho 
responsibility for any deaths resulting 
from such wires would lie upon E xpert 
Wheeler, and th a t if wires were danger­ 
ous to life they must bo taken down.

ROASTED TO ASH ES. 


!>Ir*. P atrick D aily aud H er T hroe Sons 
D u rn e d to D eath at Ravin Sw itch, Pa. 
B r a d f o r d , 
Pa., Oct. 
12 .—At Davis 
Switch, a small villarge thirteen miles from 
this place, the dwelling of Patrick Daily 
was burned and his wife and three sons, 
aged l l , l l and 9, respectively, were 
roasted in the flames. 
At G o’clock last 
night, while tho Daily family was at sup­ 
per,'th e father stepped to the cook stove 
to turn off part of the gas. 
He uninten­ 
tionally shut tho throttle tight, and on 
reversing it again the house was filled with 
gas, an explosion followed, and in an in­ 
stant the entire house was in flames. 
The 
three boys and their mother fell prostrate 
on the floor, overcome by the heat and 
flames. 
Mr. Daily rushed out of tho house 
to call for assistance, but all efforts to save 
the unfortunate inmates were futile. 
The 
house was entirely consumed in a few min­ 
utes. 
The charred and blackened bodios pre­ 
sented a most 
sickening 
sight- 
Mrs. 
Daily’s limbs were burned from her body 
and her intestines exposed to view. 
Her 
flesh was cooked to the bone. 
The three 
son3 were not as horribly burned as their 
mother, but thoir blackened bodies could 
not be identified until placed side by side. 
Tho gas pressure was very strong, the 
pipe running direct from a neighboring 
well to the cooking stove. 
Mr. Daily is 
severely but not fatally burned about the 
head and face, and is almost crazed with 
grief.

LttfeRARY BREVITIES. 


Tile employment of citrate of ammonia, 
dissolved in water, has recently been suc­ 
cessfully employed as an electrolytic ex­ 
citing agency for galvanic batteries. 
It is claimed that the methods recently 
employed for determining the electric 
conductivity of salts in solution cannot be 
directly applied beyond the melting poiut 
of glass. 
A series of studies on the pigment of 
grain show that solid pigments aro scarce­ 
ly ever presented under the form of 
leucite, and that they derived directly from 
the protoplasm. 
The international 
chemical congress 
passed a resolution to the effect that ^.ot 
more than 3 per cent of lead should be 
permitted in the alloy used for “ tinning,” 
nor more than 5 per cent in the alloy for 
tin vessels. 
Observations into the habits of sea trout, 
made in the Wimereux estuary and neigh­ 
boring waters tend to show that many 
smelts and grilses pass a much longer time 
in the sea than is generally supposed by 
ichthyologists. 
Numerous observations made in France 
show that on meeting an insulated metalic 
carbon fconductor the 
solar rays com­ 
municate to it a positive change; that tho 
amplitude of this change increases with tho 
intensity of tho rays and decreases with tho 
hygrometic state of tho air. 
At the meeting of the hygiene congress 
in Paris it was decided that the pollution of 
underground water courses and of rivers 
by the residue of factories should in prin­ 
ciple be forbidden, aud that the water 
from factories should not flow into a 
stream till it had been proved to be abso­ 
lutely free from all Injurious substances. 
Conclusions arrived at in relation to 
storm formations show that theories thus 
far advanced are extremely unsubstantial, 
and that above all things positive infor­ 
mation of the processes going on in the 
upper strata is necessary; that the depend­ 
ence of the generation of storms on tem­ 
perature distribution in a vertical direc­ 
tion appears open to doubt, and that, 
reasoning from tho behavior of thunder­ 
storms, it seems possible that some elec­ 
trical action not thoroughly understood 
supplies the force which keeps up theii 
energy.
